NEW _EARLY CHILDHOOD DIPLOMA AT S.G.W.U. 


A new part-time diploma program in early childhood education will be offered 


this summer at Sir George Williams University. 


The program is designed to provide qualified teachers with specialist competency 
for teaching in public and private kindergartens and pre-schools. The Quebec 
ministry of education has given official recognition to the diploma for purposes 


of "perfectionnement" for those already holding a recognized teaching certificate. 


Diploma program courses will be given by the SGWU department of education as part 
of its special summer session held July 4 to August 11. Five full credit courses 
are needed for the diploma; these will generally be taken in three successive 
summer sessions, or in two summer sessions and the intervening evening winter 


session.
